Steady growth of 
industry 
and 
commerce and great increases in effi­ 
ciency were credited with 
causing 
the high water wark of prosperity. 
The year was notable for Its lack of 
credit inflation aside from heavy se­ 
curity speculation, the report said. 
Average wages per hour in terms 
of money continue at least twice as 
high as before the war, an Increase 
much more marked than the increase 
In the cost of living and the working 
man “Is consequently enjoying the 
highest real wages in our history,’ 
the report said. 
The most impressive development 
of American industry is its rapidly 
advancing efficiency, the report star 
ed, pointing out that the output in­ 
creased at least OO per cent In the 
period of 1914-1923, while the num 
ber of workmen increased only 27 
per cent. 
Railroad traffic last year also prob 
ably set a new record. 
The net 
railway Income (operating) of $1,- 
120,000,000 for class I roads was 
the highest ever reported. 
American foreign trade conditions 
were “exceptionally favorable’’ 
ex­ 
cept for “unreasonable prices charg­ 
ed’’’ for certain raw materials con­ 
trolled by ’foreign monoplies, especi­ 
ally rubber, coffee and burlaps, the 
report said. 
Agrculture is in better condition 
than it has been for several years al­ 
though the farmers have not yet re­ 
covered from the great 
slump 
in 
prices in 1920 and 1921, the report 
stated.

President Calles meanwhile issu­ 
ed lengthy statem ents to the prest 
on the boycott threatened by Catho­ 
lics and said that the nqw laws had 
been forced on the government 
by 
“ the seditious attitu d e” of the cler­ 
gy. 
The government, which Is hold­ 
ing troops in barracks here Is said to 
be ready to enforce the decrees by 
force if necessary. 
It is understood th at beginning 
next Sunday, Catholic priests 
will 
assume the status of private indlvid- 
tials and church properties are 
ex­ 
pected to go into the hands of prom­ 
inent Catholics in the various par­ 
ishes. 
Meanwhile strange scenes of reli­ 
gious ardor were enacted yesterday, 
as Catholic Mexico celebrated what 
was believed to be the last Sunday 
services before the coming of 
tho 
new regime. 
All churches were crowded, masses 
begun at 5 A. M. and continuing 
throughout the day. 
Many couples were married during 
the day eager to receive the blessing 
of the church before the laws be­ 
came effective. 


PRES. CALLES GIVES 
GOVERNMENT VERSION 
Mexico City, July 26.— President 
plutarco Elias Calles has 
exposed 
the government’s side of the religious 
controversy, whch today convulsed 
the republic, .in a lengthy statement 
given to the United Press and to 
other news agencies. 
Home aspects of Catholic 
opposi­ 
tion to the religious laws, recently 
decreed by the government, he said, 
could only be interpreted as “dear 
incitement to open armed rebellion.” 
But the judicial authorities only, 
according to the president, could de­ 
cide whether the Catholics partici­ 
pating in the effort to turn the gov­ 
ernment from its course are legally 
guilty of sedition.

The legislature lins passed a law making it a misdemeanor 
for anyone to buy, sell, otter or expose for sale any lady slipper 
that has been gathered from any public land or from the land of 
a private owner without the written consent of the owner of the 
land. 
However, in passing such legislation, the state resembles the 
practice made in dealing with every resource which has been about 
used up. 
We grow excited about our forest preservation when 
every stick of timber has been stripped from the land. We grow 
anxious about our lakes levels only w'hen confronted with the dis­ 
appearance of the water. 
We grow alarmed about our lady slip­ 
per, moccasin flower or whatever the state flower is termed, when 
few are left to beautify a woodland landscape. 
“There is no such thing as originally wild life of animals,” 
said the speaker at the Rotary.

Wild flowers, on the other hand, cannot rebel and when picked 
in great masses, are unable to further propagate and the flower 
becomes extinct. 
It is something of a mockery, to read in the 
1917 Minnesota Legislative Manual a whole page of type devoted 
to a description of the moccasin flower, .further embellished by a 
page picture of the modest little flower. That picture, by the way, 
is all some people will see of our state flower. 
In reporting that script it seems like writing an obituary for 
the lady slipper. 
The name Cypripedium (from Greek words 
meaning the shoe of Venus), published for this genus in 1737 by 
Linnaeus, and its common English and American popular names, 
as Lady’s Slipper, Moccasin Flower, and Indian Shoe, refer to the 
saccate and somewhat shoe-like form of the most conspicuous petal 
(in this Orchis family called the lip) of the flower. 
Minnesota has (this should be had) fourteen genera, includ­ 
ing forty-one species, of the Orchis family, to which the Cypripo­ 
diums belong. 
In total, 1,583 species of flowering plants, and 
sixty-eight ferns and their allies, making together 1,650 species, 
were tabulated, as known to grow without cultivation in this 
state, by Warren Upham in the Catalogue of the Flora of Minne­ 
sota, published in the Twelfth Annual Report of the Geological 
and Natural History Surve^ for the year 1883. 
Within the basin of the Minnesota river, according to the re­ 
port In 1892 by Prof. Conway MacMillan, the state botanist, 1,174 
species and varieties of flowering plants, including all our Cypri- 
pediums, are known and have been collected for the Herbarium of 
the State University. 
The State Flower is thus chosen from 
among more than a thousand others which bloom on our prairies, 
in the northern woods, in their cool bogs, and in our streams and 
lakes. 
(As before noted, use the past tense for this wonderful 
growth of wild flowers.) 
We noticed, in one of our visits at our State Fair, a section 
devoted to an exhibit of wild flowers. 
Poor, shrinking flowers. 
Modest and demure, they occupied but a small space. They had no 
luxuriant beauty, strong color or heavy foliage and could not com­ 
pete with the home garden or hot house. 
Just because of their 
shrinking nature, they should have received more protection and 
the wholesale stripping of moccasin flowers as well as other wild 
flowers should have been prevented before we realized they had 
left us forever.

Considering the rather genera] disposition of the 
Englishman to be sensitive, especially against any actions suggesting in­ 
gratitude, the interview which Walter Hagen was quoted as giving after the 
British open golf championship, should have created a storm in England. 
But it did not. 
T h e r e was much more of a stir in the American press, 
while most of the London papers either ignored it or passed on it casually. 
It was rather curious to find in talking to prominent. London sportsmen that 
t h e | they didn’t believe that Hagan ever said such a thing. 
They recalled that 
he had been quoted in a nasty interview three years ago that he later denied. 
Hagen certainly is no shrinking violet. He knows he’s good and there is 
no trace in him of the Bobby Jones or Helen Wills modesty but his friends 
and those who have come in contact with him never have found him to be 
a loud-mouthed braggart. 
Hagen certainly is not a weakling who would 
give an interview In one breath arid deny it in the next. 
He is of the inde 
pendent type thai tells a story and sticks to it. 
When Hagen was hustling away from the hotel in St. Annes to catch a 
train, a number of American and English newspapermen were around and 
he was asked for a statement. 
t 
“I’m in a big hurry, boys,” he said, “say anything you want to and tell 
them I’ve had a good time over here.” 


T h e r e were a number of American correspondents at the station when the 
golfers left London and not one of them heard Hagen make any kind of a 
statement to anyone. And it was a rather curious thing that. the interview was 
not printed until lie was on the water for a day. 
Some English journalists have ti trick of getting an interview by a se 
lies of leading questions and making the answers conform to the kind of 
an interview they desire. 
Last year, Ray Casey, a member of the American tennis team that played 
in a number of English tournaments, made quite an impression on the 
critics wit Ii the speed of his service. 
After he sailed for the United States 
he was quoted in an interview as saying, “I huve the fastest service in the 
world and no English player can handle it. 
It is better even than Maurice 
McLaughlin’s.” 
What happened was this: An English newspaperman approached him 
with the following questions: 
You have been successful against the British players because of your fast 
service? 
You tire said to have the fastest service in tennis, even better than Mc­ 
Laughlin's? 
You found that no English player could handle your service? 
Cosey answered all of file questions with modest qualifications and stam­ 
mered an admission that his service was “kinda fast” hut no qualifications 
appeared in the interview. 
While he is not a popular idol in England, Hagen is not actually dis 
liked. 
What criticism of him that wats heard was directed more against his 
tactics than his personality. 
He got himself in very bad for keeping Abe 
Mitchell waiting on the tee for twenty-five minutes before the last round of 
their match. 
Mitchell, however, should not have been so badly affected as his friends 
said he was because professional golf has its old tricks and he was expect­ 
ing Hagen to pull something on him. 
He was overheard to tell a friend the night before the match: "Hagen 
will keep me waiting tomorrow.” Several of the British critics declared that 
the match should have been forfeited when Hagen failed to appear on time 
and if such resentment was felt action should have been taken at that time. 
There weren’t many protests made when Suzanne Lenglen kept the 
Queen waiting for almost an hour ut Wimbledon, but perhaps the cases are 
not analogous as no one charged Suzanne with an attempt to get the goat 
of Her Majesty.

OUR men , with little in common 1 
ex cept an almost super-human 
faith, laid the foun d ation s of tho 
vast organ isation which tod av pro­ 
vid es America with a n ation -wid e tele­ 
phon e service.

Mon ths before the telephon e came 
in to bein g San d ers an d Hubbard had 
become in terested in the scien tific ex ­ 
perimen ts of the d ark-haired , d ark­ 
eyed youn g Scot. Bell had mad e his 
home with San d ers in Salem an d had 
as on e of his pupils, in his Boston school 
for the d eaf, the d aughter of Hubbard . 
Bell had been ad van ced various sums 


in ord er that he might ex perimen t on 
the "harmon ic telegraph,” the purpose 
of which was the tran smission of sev­ 
eral telegraph messages over a wire 
simultan eously. 
It had been agreed 
that these two men should l>c given 
in terests in an y paten ts d eveloped from 
Bell’s ex perimen ts. 
Watson had been taken in to the 
"association ” the previous September 
an d n ow, on July 9,1877, an agreemen t 
was en tered in to whereby the in terests 
of his fellows were tran sferred to Hub­ 
bard , the legal title of the organ isation 
thus formed bein g "The Bell Telephon e 
Compan y, 
Gard in er 
G. Hubbard , 
Trustee.” 
The 778 telephon es that had then 
been man ufactured an d put in to use, 
began the organ ization which, un d er 
d ifferen t n ames an d forms of corporate 
id en tity, was to d evelop the telephon e 
in to an in strumen tality of commun i­ 
cation con tin en t-wid e in scope.

Development of Telephone 
Started by Group of Four 


F 


OUR men, with little in common 
except an almost super-human 
faith, laid the foundations of the 
vast organization which today pro­ 
vides America with a nation-wide tele­ 
phone service. 
These four men were the telephone’s 
inventor, Alexander Graham Bell; his 
young assistant, Thomas A. Watson; 
and two New England business men, 
Thomas Sanders and Gardiner G. 
Hubbard. It was they who, 16 months 
after the original telephone patent had 
been granted, undertook the develop­ 
ment of Bell’s invention on a business 
basis. 
Months before the telephone came 
into being Sanders and Hubbard had 
become interested in the scientific ex­ 
periments of the dark-haired, dark­ 
eyed young Scot Bell had made his 
nome with Sanders in Salem and had 
as erne of his pupils, in his Boston school 
for the deaf, the daughter of Hubbard. 
Bell had been advanced various sums 


in order that he might experiment on 
the “harmonic telegraph,” the purpose 
of which was the transmission of sev­ 
eral telegraph messages over a wire 
simultaneously. 
It laid been agreed 
that these two men should be given 
interests in any patents developed from 
Bell’s experiments. 
Watson had been taken into the 
“association” the previous September 
and now, on July 9,1877, an agreement 
was entered into whereby the interests 
of his fellows were transferred to Hub­ 
bard, the legal title of the organization 
thus formed being ‘T he Bell Telephone 
Company, 
Gardiner 
G. 
Hubbard, 
Trustee. 
The 778 telephones that had then 
been manufactured and put into use, 
began the organization which, under 
different names and forms of corporate 
identity, was to develop the telephone 
into an instrumentality of communi­ 
cation continent-wide rn scope.
